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1. THE CONCLUSION OE THE VIENNA TALKS BETWEEN GREEK 
AND TURKISH CYPRIOT LEADERS, TOGETHER WITH SUNDAY'S

CYPRIOTS, RECEIVED MODERATELY HEAVY ATTENTION IN THE

OF THE SECOND ROUND OE TALKS. HE REPORTEDLY TOLD INTERVIEWERS 
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THAT THE CONSTITUTIONAL REFERENDUM WOULD LEAD TO NEW 
DIFEICULTIES. ACCORDING TO MILLIYET MONDAY, CLERIDES SAID 
HE BELIEVED THE TURKISH-CYPRIOT SUGGESTION FOR THE EORMATION 
OF A TEMPORARY CENTRAL GOVERNMENT FOR THE ISLAND WAS A 
MANEUVER AND THAT HE DID NOT EXPECT IT WOULD BE ADOPTED BY 
THE GREEK CYPRIOT SIDE. HE WAS ALSO CRITICAL OF TURKISH- 
CYPRIOT VIEWS CONCERNING THE POWERS OF A CENTRAL GOVERNMENT. 

3. IN CONTRAST, TURKISH CYPRIOT LEADER RAUF DENKTAS REPORTEDLY 
TOLD NEWSMEN ON HIS ARRIVAL SUNDAY (lUNE 8) IN TURKEY THAT THE 
VIENNA TALKS HAD BEEN A SUCCESS. ACCORDING TO MILLIYET, DENKTAS 
SAID THAT NEXT MONTH'S MEETING WITM CLERIDES IN VIENNA WOULD 
BE CONCERNED WITH REOPENING THE NICOSIA AIRPORT AND WITH 
HUMANITARIAN QUESTIONS. 

4. SEVERAL MAIOR DAILIES, INCLUDING HURRIYET, CUMHURIYET AND 
MILLIYET, MONDAY GAVE TOP ERONT PAGE PLAY TO SUNDAY'S 
VOTING AMONG TURKISH CYPRIOTS. STORIES NOTED THAT THE 
ATMOSPHERE ON THE ISLAND WAS TENSE AND THAT SOME GREEK 
CYPRIOT UNITS HAD BEEN PUT ON ALERT. A REPORTED STATEMENT 
BY ACTING TURKISH CYPRIOT PRESIDENT OSMAN OREK THAT THE 
REEERENDUM MARKED A TURNING POINT IN THE HISTORY OE THE 
TURKISH CYPRIOT STATE WAS PROMINENTLY PLAYED. 

IN A BANNER HEADLINE STORY SATURDAY, THE SMALL, CONSERVATIVE 
ANKARA DAILY ZAFER REPORTED THAT AMERICAN OEFICIALS IN

MILLIYET REPORTED IN A FRONT PAGE STORY EROM ATHENS SUNDAY THAT 
GREECE HAS BEGUN TO REOPEN SEA AND AIR ROUTES IN THE AEGEAN AREA 
AND THAT A GROUP OF GREEK EXPERTS WILL COME TO ANKARA AT 

THE END OF THIS WEEK TO DISCUSS FLIGHT INFORMATION REGION 
(FIR) PROBLEMS WITH TURKISH OFFICIALS. IN SATURDAY EDITIONS, 

SEVERAL PAPERS REPORTED THAT PRIME MINISTER DEMIREL CONSULTED 
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FRIDAY WITH OPPOSITION PARTY MEMBERS CONCERNING HIS CONVERSATIONS 

AT THE NATO SUMMIT AND HIS GOVERNMENT'S CYPRUS 

POLICY. 

6. IN EDITORIAL COMMENT ON THE VIENNA TALKS, MILLIYET EDITOR
